Because 
he uses a West German pass- 
port, the government jumped at 
the chance to bar him from 
France, and two destructive stu- 
dent riots in Paris resulted. 


Cohn-Bendit said that after 


blackening his hair, he crossed 
the border "through French and 
German woods" 'but would give 
no details.

MENLO PARK, Calif, (AP) *- 


Here in a group of nondescript 
buildings, scholars are attempt* 
ing to perfect anesthesia by 
electricity, to forecast earth- 
quakes, repair eyes with laser 
beams, design effective urban 
transportation systems. 


This is the Stanford Research 


Institute, a 90*acre compound 
near Stanford University occu* 
pied by crowded wooden labora« 
tories, animal compounds and 
barracks housing, and permeat* 
ed with Intellectual zone. 


Stanford is one of at least 14 


independent, not-for-profit re- 
search and development labs 
that apply technology to basic 
research, enabling development 
of products and systems useful 
to man. 


All these labs, several of them 


associated but not owned by uni- 
versities, have their own per- 
sonnel, facilities and manage* 
ment, and exist primarily for 
the public interest by contract- 
ing research for industry, gov- 
ernment and other institutions. 


ERI scientists, economists and 


planners 
already have made 


cotton more competitive by de- 
vising _a_fabric that won't ab- 
sorb dirt, helped modernize 
banking by developing the first 
automated check handler and 
aided several foreign econo- 
mies. 


A notable result of this type of 


research is Xerography, the re- 
production 
method that 
has 


made the Xerox Co. so profita- 
ble. It was developed with a big 
assist from Battelle Memorial 
Institute of Columbus, Ohio, the 
largest of the not-for-profit re- 
searchers. 


Outfits such as SRI, Battelle, 


HT Research of Chicago and 
Southern Research of Birming- 
ham, Ala., are intellectual isth- 
muses connecting the academic 


world of Scholars and thepfaeU* 
cal worlds 6f business and g«v« 
ernfoenl. 


They fit somewhere betfeen 


the university iswned fesetfeh 
facilities and the private 6ofi» 
tract research flffiis s&ehas Af« 
thur D, Uttle. They are related 
also to commercial testing labs 
and to "eaplfve," of govern* 
ment*supp6fted feseafehefs, 


Although still doing a very 


small percentage of all research 
and development, their iwflff* 
enee i§ great and growing, and 
has been since the first of them* 
the Mellon Institute, was found* 
ed in Pittsburgh ifi 1927. 


Few jobs are beyond their 


scope, for their staffs easily are 
the equal of some universities. 
Unlike university researchers( 
however, they are always con« 
cerned with practical results. 
That Is their reason for being, 


"We are quite able to build up 


a staff If a project looks worth- 
while," said a spokesman for 
SRI, which has a staff of 3,200, 
including 1,700 professional re- 
searchers, 


Since SRI has no sales staff, 


and since projects suitable to its 
talents aren't always readily 
available, researchers have to 
maintain their own contacts, so- 
licit business and find money 
for their studies, 


Because of this, the not-for- 


profits, which generally pay no 
taxes, have been accused of 
competing unfairly with com- 
mercial testing labs and also 
with soliciting routine projects 
easily 
handled 
in industrial 


labs. 


The response, at least in the 


case of SRI and several others, 
has been to pay taxes on income 
from research not specifically 
in the public interest, and to for- 
ego research whose substance is 
questionable.

The CommunisMed General 


C o n f e d e r a t i o n of Labor, 
France's biggest, planned a 
massive slogan-chanting parade 
to back up its demands, Includ- 
ing a 12 per cent pay raise, it 
called the package offered Mon- 
day by the government and pH- 
-vate industry "notoriously insuf* 
ficient," That one included a 10 
per cent raise and reduction of 
the work week from 46-47 hours 
to 40. 


New 
walkouts 
came 
at 


France's major nuclear plant, 
Pierrelatte, and at the'French 
news agency, Agence France 
Press, The strike at the nuclear 
plant may delay .the test of 
France's first hydrogen bomb, 
scheduled to be held in the Pa- 
cific this summer; 


Coal miners and bank em- 


ployes voted to accept the set- 
tlement rejected by most other 
workers, but this did not send 
them back to work, They decid- 
ed to stay off the job in support 
of the other strikers, 


Red-haired, 23-year-old Cohn- 


Bendit, leader of the radical stu- 
dent group that launched the 
student agitation from which 
the crisis stemmed, appeared at 
a post-midnight news confer- 
ence at the Sorbonne and de- 
clared: "There will be contin- 
uous violence as long as we live 
in a capitalist society.. .In no 
case must we give up the 
streets to the police." 


Cohn-Bendit, born in France 


to 
German-Jewish 
refugees, 


had been to Holland and West • 
Germany for speeches. Because 
he uses a West German pass- 
port, the government jumped at 
the chance to bar him from 
France, and two destructive stu- 
dent riots in Paris resulted. 


Cohn-Bendit said that after 


blackening his hair, he crossed 
the border "through French and 
German woods" 'but would give 
no details. 


The Ministry of Interior said

Anesthesia 
by Elettritity 
Is Studied

MENLO PARK, Calif, (Af>) - 


Here in a group of nondescript 
buildings, scholars are attempt- 
ing to perfect anesthesia by 
electricity, to forecast earth* 
quakes, repair eyes with laser 
beams, design effective urban 
transportation systems. 


This is the Stanford Research 


Institute, a 90-acre compound 
near Stanford University occu* 
pled by crowded wooden labora* 
torles, animal compounds and 
barracks housing, andpermeat* 
ed with Intellectual zone. 


Stanford is one of at least 14 


independent, not-for-profit re- 
search and development labs 
that apply technology to basic 
research, enabling development 
of products and systems useful 
to man. 


Ail these labs, several of them 


associated but not owned by uni- 
versities, have their own per- 
sonnel, facilities and manage- 
ment, and exist primarily for 
the public interest by contract- 
ing research for Industry, gov- 
ernment and other institutions.

SRI, which has a staff of 3,200, 
including 1,700 professional re* 
searchers, 


Since SRI has no sales staff, 


and since projects suitable to its 
talents aren't always readily 
available, researchers have to 
maintain their own contacts, so- 
licit business and find money 
for their studies. 


Because of this, the not-for- 


profits, which generally pay no 
taxes, have been accused of

Q—What causes some of my 


joints to make creaking or 
grating noises when I move 
them? 
Is there a cure for 


this? 


A—Grating sounds in the 


joints are usually due to arth- 
ritic roughening of the joint 
surface. When these changes 
have o c c u r r e d the smooth 
surface can be restored only 
by replacing the joint carti- 
lage w i t h a noncorroding 
metal. 


Q—My doctor says I have a 


frozen shoulder. What does 
that mean? 
What can be 


done to relieve the pain? 


A—This is a name given to 


adhesive or calcified tendini- 
tis, a condition in which the 
joint is stiff and movement is 
very painful. The latest treat- 
ment is to put the victim to 
sleep and forcibly break up 
the 
adhesions. 
Hydrocorti- 


sone is then injected into the 
joint. The victim must move 
the joint in all directions 
every day. The hydrocorti- 
sone will eliminate or greatly 
reduce the pain but, pain or 
no pain, the joint must be 
moved if recurrences are to 
be prevented. 


Q—When I was 5, I had a 


slight case of poliomyelitis. 
The doctor told my mother 
that if I got married I would 
produce only one sex. I now 
have three boys and would 
like a girl. What are my 
chances? 


A—Since poliomyelitis does 


not affect the sex of your off- 
spring, the chances are 50-50 
with each pregnancy.

Gen. Charles deGauile are said 
to be costing that country a bil* 
lion dollars a week. 
Superfi- 


cially the trouble resembles out- 
breaks that have occurred in 
the United States— but the causes 
fire deep and grave in France. 


Student riots In the U.S.A. us- 


ually are described as demon- 
strations against "the establish- 
ment," 
meaning that kids who 


haven't yet begun to earn a liv- 
ing don't like the way adults 
support themselves. We couldn't 
care less, of course—for ex- 
perience tells us that while to- 
day's walking tax deduction may 
be a radical the first decade of 
making his own way In the world 
will grind him down to a con- 
servative, or at least a middle- 
of-the-roader. 


But the trouble in France goes 


deeper. 
True, It started with 


'demonstrations by students, but 
then it spread to adult workers 
numbered by millions. The adult 
population woke up to the fact 
that It is riding a fruitless eco- 
nomic merry-go-round, and de- 
manded that the government stop 
-.both the music and the machine. 
v' But France is faced with a far- 
reaching business and govern- 
, mental crisis. In the previous 
cycle a score of political par- 
ties fiddled while the nation 
burned Its 
way toward bank- 


ruptcy. The Fourth Republic 
collapsed and Gen. deGaulle 
Was made president with dicta- 
torial powers to enforce econo- 
mic recovery under the Fifth Re- 
public. He saved France— now 
the people are crying for "the 
good old days." 


But we who have kept up with 


French business practices know 
that 
deGaulle was telling the 


truth when he warned his people 
that if France Is to obtain a 
higher standard of living and at 
the same time maintain a sol- 
vent government she has to over- 
haul her entire manufacturing 
and distribution system. 


France to this day is trying to 


maintain family-style industry 
and family-style retailing in com- 
petition with machine industry 
and volumo selling in other coun- 
tries. As deGaulle pointed out, 
France 
faces either economic 


change or collapse. Here are 
some examples: 


French machines don't sell 


well on the world market be- 
cause of lack of standardization 
and mass production, and resul- 
tant high prices. 


The cost of living for France's 


people has gone up unduly be- 
cause of retailing trust agree- 
ments which virtually forbid 
stores from posting price cuts. 
A discovery that shocks free- 
trading Americans, for instance, 
is this: A merchant in a French 
town has to get permission from 
competing merchants before he 
can advertise a price-cutting 
sale I 


These are some of the things 


that are wrong in France. De- 
Gaulle has told his people the 
truth- whether they'll face up to 
it is another matter. 
Negroes Hurl 
Rocks at High 
Court Building 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Shout- 


ing "Viva, Viva," a half-dozen 
angry demonstrators crashed 
their way Into the Supreme 
Court today and hurled rocks 
through the windows of a main 
floor office. 


They were pushed back by 


four members of the court's 
special police force and left as a 
sort of calling card a button that 
read, "Nosotros venceremos" 
(we will win). 


The violent outburst came aft- 


er a group of about 300 from the 
Poor People's Campaign had as- 
sembled on the court steps to 
protest a court ruling affecting 
Indian fishing rights in the 
Northwest. 


Rocks broke four windows in 


the court's file room, strewing 
shards of glass along the floor, 
and startled several women em- 
ployes who fled the room shout' 
ing, "They're coming."

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Group Has a 
'Democratic 
Tax Package' 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Joint Budget Committee of the 
General Assembly came up with 
a "Democratic tax package" 
Tuesday 
that 
would 
satisfy 


some state agency demands for 
extra funds, 


The 
committee decided to 


sponsor a bill to increase the 
cigarette tax 2 cents a package 
and to levy a 20 per cent tax 
on the wholesale price of cigars. 


The package would satisfy de- 


mands for extra funds by the 
colleges and universities, a $500 
increase for teachers, a $5 in- 
crease 
in Welfare payments 


and an increase in the supple- 
ments for nursing homes taking 
care of welfare patients. 


It also would allow the gov- 


ernor to use his contingency 
fund to meet the most pressing 
needs of the state prisons. 


The committee agreed to in- 


troduce the bill only in the Sen- 
ate because It feared the bill 
had little change of passage in 
the 
House. Normally, 
Joint 


Budget Committee bills go into 
both houses simultaneously. 


The bill would raise an esti- 


mated $4,750,000 in new reve- 
nue. 


Gov. 
Wlnthrop 
Rockefeller 


said later 
Tuesday that he 


would be receptive to a compro- 
mise bill calling for a 2-cent 
increase in the cigarette tax. 


"Although I would regard it 


less attractive, I would give it 
serious and sympathetic consid-

massive North Vietnamese as- 
saults near Khe Sanh. The Ma- 
rines said they killed 230 of the 
enemy. 


"The war has intensified," 


said Gen. William C. Westmore- 
land, "but the enemy is not 
doing well militarily. They've 
had no military victories." 


After four days of hard fight- 


ing on the outskirts of Saigon, 
the South Vietnamese said they 
had wiped out the last Viet Cong 
pockets in Gia Dinh, on the 
northern side of the city, and re- 
taken two thirds of the Phu Lam 
residential area on the south- 
west side of the city. 


In Phu Lam, four miles from 


downtown Saigon, 
government 


marines were advancing from 
the south while rangers pushed 
In from the north, trying to dig 
out a Viet Cong force strength- 
ened by 100 or more reinforce- 
ments during the night. 


U.S. gunship helicopters fired 


rockets

which enemy snipers were lay- 
ing down sharp barrages of 
small arms and rocket fire into 
street intersections.

(AP) - The 


Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has launched a full- 
scale inquiry into the cost of 
buying and selling stocks and 
suggested an interim cut In 
charges by the New York Stock 
Exchange by Sept. 15. 


Although aimed primarily at 


reducing charges paid by mu- 
tual funds which buy and sell 
thousands of shares of stock at 
a time, the SEC's drive to re- 
duce costs also could save mon- 
ey for the small buyer. 


An Interim schedule the agen- 


cy suggested to the New York 
Stock Exchange would cut costs 
on purchases of as little as 100 
shares, As an option, the NYSE 
could choose to permit discounts 
on purchases and sale's exceed- 
ing $00,000, 


There was no Immediate reac- 


tlon from NYSE officials and 
SEC spokesmen said they had 
no idea which option-If either 
— the exchange would choose, 


Under existing law, the SEC 


could order its Interim schedule 
Into effect 
if the exchange 
balked, But the exchange could 
appeal any such order to the 
federal courts,
